Hebrews Ch 10 vs. 28. 

He that despised Moses' law 

Moses means (A drawing out). Moses was the 
Hebrew lawgiver not the author. 
The word despised means, to set aside, to cast off, 
reject. This is an abandoning of what one has 
believed which is considered Apostasy. It speaks of 
one that abandons the Gospel to serve other gods. 
The Bible tells us plainly we cannot serve two 
masters- 
Hebrews Ch 2 vs. 2 & 3. 

For if the word spoken by angels was steadfast and 
every transgression and disobedience received a 
just recompense of reward; 
How shall we escape, if we neglect so great 
salvation; which at the first began to be spoken by 
the Lord, and was confirmed unto us by them that 
heard Him. 

The word " angels" means messenger or pastor. 
Hebrews Ch 12 vs. 25. 

See that ye refuse not him that speaketh. For if they 
escaped not who refused him that spake on earth, 
much more shall not we escape, if we turn away 
from him that speaketh from heaven. 
Let us read Deu. Ch 17 vs. 2 thru 6. 
Back to Heb. Ch 10 vs. 28. 



Died without mercy - Sentenced to death without 
any compassion, mercy, or appeal; executed without 
any pity. No provision for pardon. 
Let us read Deu. Ch 13 vs. 6 thru 11. 

Back to Heb. Ch 10 vs. 28. 
Under two or three witnesses 

Capital punishment had to be under two or three 
witnesses, meaning with evidence or account 
supplied by two or three witnesses. Why two or three 
- because with two or three it was much less likely to 
conspire and less likely to be deceived in regard to 
facts which they had witnessed.
